Hello all... Paul here in Torrance CA.. 


Just a report of a 750 microWatt QSO between myself and Bart, WB6HQK 
(also a subscriber to qrp-1l) on 7.045MHz last night. Distance was only 
1.1 miles, but still was exciting when calculated to 1466.66 miles per watt. 


Equipment used was a Kenwood TS690S with Oak Hills WM-1 QRP meter into 
an INDOOR linear loaded folded dipole tacked to my ceiling. Controls 
on the 690 were full minimum, (otherwise we would have shot for lower). 
RST received at 750uW was 219, but copyable. RST 329 at 2.5mW. 


Of course, the 750uW is an approximation, the OHR WM-1 was just barely 
registering movement on the 100mW range. 


Bart was running 1 watt and recieved a 599 +5dB RST. 


The QRPp bug is certainly intoxicating. 
Can't wait for the NORCAL 40A to arrive.

Don't have a schematic; but I had a RS-20 with similar problem..... kept 
blowing fuses when turned on. One of the transistors on the back heat sink 
had shorted to ground. Besides changing the transistor I also had to change 
the high wattage biasing resistor also. So much current had gone through as 
to change it's value so the replacement would not conduct at first. 


For peace of mind's sake I replaced both transistors and resistors. Got the 
replacements from Newark Electronics. As memory serves, I think they were 
Motorola 2N6336's??? ; but I'm probably way off on that designation. Anyway, 
the transistors (if that's the problem in your case) are clearly marked.

We need to improve our QRP Philosophy for improved performance in this 
phase of our amateur radio hobby. 


I believe it is safe to say the two items that are the most important 
are the antenna and receiver. 


Just because you run 

QRP does not require you to use a sub-standard receiver. Instead of 
spending your efforts on a low sensitivity and poorly selective, low 
audio powered home brew receiver. Spend the same effort on building 
up a good QSK switching system with a quality xmit/receive switch for 
your existing commercial ham band receiver.

I agree that good antennas and having QSK are important but I'm not sure 
that improving your receiver will help you get more QSOs. I know 
conventional wisdom says "you can't work 'em if you can't hear ‘'em", but 
not hearing stations is rarely the problem. I've used all kinds of simple 
receivers, direct conversions, simple superhets, etc. and don't think I 
ever lost a QSO because of my receiver. The problem is that if you're QRP 
with a no-gain antenna you hear TOO MUCH. You hear a DX station at say, S5 
with a pileup on him and you waste hours calling him when there's just 
about no chance that you'll work him; even if there weren't a zillion other 
stations calling. I say that the best receiver accessory for a QRPer is a 
10 dB attenuator pad on your receiver input. That way you're more likely 
to concentate on stations there's a reasonable chance of actually working.
